Taral and 
Thorpe, both on second call, will do nearly all 
the riding for the stable. 



There is friction about Mr. Pettingill’s start- 
ing in the East, and Kit Chinn has gone to New 
York, on invitation, to confer with the Jockey 
Club folks. 

Troy Cooper, an Eastern bookmaker, has dis- 
appeared and left $10,0GO or so of debts behind. 
They are said to be in the form of “phony” 
checks, mostly to bookmakers. 

Bangle is ready to be trained again and some 
more of the good young Quicklimes from Avon- 
dale are to be sent to the races. 

Requital is again working well and will cut 
a figure in the Eastern fall racing. 

There is to be a seven days meeting during 
the last week in September at Toronto. 

Tom Ryan has taken his horses from St. Louis 

to Saratoga. 

NEWPORT’S COMING MEETING. 

Secretary Gratz Hanly has issued his pro- 
gram book for the first week at Newport. 
The book is a neat one, and gotten up very at- 
tractively. Some of the purses are $250, but 
these will be raised to the prescribed limit of 
rule 2C5, the new measure of the Turf Congress. 
Newport will have plenty of horses. Most of 
the Oakley actors will race there and stout di- 
visions will be contributed from Windsor and 
Buffalo. Newport’s purses will be $300 each or 

more. 

HARLEM’S FINE PR OSPECTS. 

Harlem sought to distribute its purses outside 
the new cast iron rule of the Turf Congress, 
The privilege was denied. All purses from Mon- 
day next will be $400 each. The Bashford Manor, 
Schulte and Scoggan strings will join the local 
racing brigade at once. Part of the Scoggan 
stable will stay at Newport, 



PITTSBURG PHIL’S WINNINGS. 

New York, July 29,— George E. Smith, (“Pitts- 
burg Phil”,) one of the shrewdest and most suc- 
cessful of plungers, is said by the ring to be at 
present $125,000 winner. 

David Gideon has been unusually unfortunate, 
and Joseph Ullman, who backs his friend Gid- 
eon’s opinions, has suffered by his ill luck. They 
lead the losing column. More than twenty per 
cent of the professional layers of odds have had 
to retire from business within the past three 
weeks, which would indicate that the general 
public may have won some of the money that 
ha9 been lost. The winners are George Smith, 
$125,000; M. F. Dwyer, $75,000; Edward Burke, 
$20,000; C. I. Irish, $15,000. Riley Grannan has 
lost $20,000 and David Gideon.and Joseph Ull- 
man are losers $40,0C0 each. 

Ornament is at Saratoga and the question as 
to whether he is the peer of the Eastern cracks 
of that division will soon be settled. Howland 
is also at Saratoga. The reopening of the gamb- 
liQg houses in Saratoga will undoubtedly attract 
a largeldeiogation of card devotees, and the fin- 
ancial end of the meeting should be a success 
Saratoga has had no more brilliant prospects 
in years, and with decent weather some grand 
sport will be seen.

Louis ringer, Little I Am, was Wang. Secre- 
tary J. A. Murphy sends Daily Racing Form 
a picture of the horse. Local men who know 
Wang and have raced their horses against him. 
say that is a good picture of the gelding. 

Here is Mr. Murphy’s description of the horse : 
“A brown gelding— colored to a sunburnt bay- 
four years old; about 15. 14 hands high: no 
white; has a small knot on belly, near navel; 
cow hocks on legs; big broad fiat feet, nearly 
black ; and three or four scars on face as though 
made by barbed wire. The gelding has an airy 
way of going, and though kind as a dog in the 
stable, is crazy on the track.” 

There could not be a more perfect pen picture 
of Wang. The lump on the gelding’s belly alone 
recognizes him. The mark has been on record 
in this office for a year or more. Evidently the 
Detroit gaug figured in the Little I Am episode, 
though it did not appear on the surface. Wang 
was last owned by A. Van Wranken, of Detroit.

Henry Fore- 
land of San Francisco, who made this paper’s 
excellent charts at Oakland and Ingleside all 
winter, and because of the keenness of his form 
was brought East and sent to make form in 
New York, has carefully covered the matter of 
the measurements of the course and reports 
that it measures 4,470 feet, or 1,490 yards. The 
regulation seven furlongs is 1,540 yards, There- 
fore, the course is 150 feet or 50 yards short. 



JOCKEY ELLIS CANNOT RIDE. 

The injnnction suit of Jockey Edward Ellis 
against the American Turf Congress aud the 
Harlem Jockey Club, in which the complainant 
received an order restraining the racing officials 
from interfering with his riding at Harlem, was 
heard by Judge Tuley last Monday.
